CIVIL servants are claiming payouts 
worth thousands of pounds for minor 


mishaps at work. 


The soaring Whitehall compensation claims - run- 
ning up an estimated £100million a year bill for 
taxpayers - sparked outrage at Westminster. 

And the rocketing sums made a mockery of a recent 
Government pledge to end the “compensation culture" 


creeping across Britain. 


According to new Whitehall figures, one senior official 


received £60,000 after trip- 
ping on office steps, while 
another got £15,000 for 
breaking a wrist at a works 
Sports day. 

Last night MPs deman- 
ded action to slash the 
spiralling compo bill. 

Tory John Hayes, who 
uncovered details of the 
payouts, said: “I wanted to 
find out the scale of it. 

“In an age of compen- 
sation culture we must 
hold the Government to 
account.”

The biggest claims were 
made by the Ministry of 
Defence, which paid out 
more than £63m last year, 
including: 

@ £31,000 for an 80-year-old 
woman who broke her 
wrist after being blown 
over by a low-flying 
Chinook helicopter.

UP to 70,000 pubs, bars and clubs will 
today have longer opening hours as 
24-hour drinking comes into force. 


Revellers in one in three pubs and bars 
are poised to keep boozing past traditional 


closing times despite fears of extra 


alcohol-fuelled trouble on Britain’s streets. 


Yesterday, a Daily Star investigation 


revealed thousands of bars are going to 


take advantage of round-the-clock 
licensing laws. 
But despite the biggest boozing 


shake-up since World War One, only 


700 premises will stay open serving 
alcohol round-the-clock. 

Most of the 24-hour venues are 
supermarkets but 359 pubs, bars and 


clubs have been awarded licences to serve 


booze through the night. 
STEPHEN RIGLEY investigates. 


LONDON pub-goers will be 
able to choose from 5,000 
premises serving alcohol 
up to midnight or later. 
The new law means the 
capital will provide up to 
7,500 extra drinking hours on 
Friday and Saturday nights, with the 
ending of traditional 11 O'clock 
closing time. 


DRINKERS in Bristol 
can pick from 377 bars 
which will open longer. 
Councillors have grant- | 
ed five all-night licences L 
to restaurants, night- 
clubs and pubs. 


MANCHESTER authori- 
ties have granted longer 
licences to 260 city bars. 
Six popular pubs and clubs 
applied for 24-hour licens- 
es, three were accepted. 


NEWCASTLE City 
Council has handed out 
two 24-hour drinking 
licences while authori- 
ties in Sunderland have 
awarded three round- 
the-clock boozing permits. 


IN Nottingham, which has 
been plagued by drink- 
fuelled violence, 63 city 
centre venues have applied 
for longer opening hours 
and 45 have either been 


successful or are on the verge of 
having their bid passed. 


IN the three cities 
across south Wales - 
Cardiff, Newport and 
Swansea - just one bar 
has been granted a 24- 
hour drinks licence and 
thats in a casino. The Les 
Croupiers casino in Cardiff city 
centre was the sole venue to win 
the round-the-clock drinking 
approval from Welsh councillors. 


BUT a quiet area of 
Norfolk is set to become 
Britain’s 24-hour drinking 
capital with round-the- 
clock licences for 36 pubs 
and clubs. 

Towns covered by North Norfolk 
District Council have more than one 
in ten of the 359 licenses granted in 
Britain. The area has a 24/7 licensed 
pub or club for every 2,800 people 
compared to one for every 145,000 
people across England and Wales.

A NIGHTCLUB found packed with 
400 underage drinkers is the first to 
face closure by police under 
Britain’s new 24-hour boozing laws. 

Stunned bobbies found 80% of the 
crowd at the Tramshed And Zoo Bar 
were under 18 - and legless. Others 
were high on drugs. 

Revellers as young as 14 had to be 
handcuffed when fights broke out as 
officers tried to clear the rock club, 
in Halifax, West Yorks, last Friday. 

Police made 15 arrests and dished 
out on-the-spot £80 fines for being 
drunk and disorderly and causing a 
breach of the peace. 

Later today officers will launch 
court proceedings to strip the venue 
of its licence for 28 days. 


They will use powers under the 
new Licensing Act, which only 
came into force at midnight. 

It gives police and councils the 
power to clamp down on businesses 
fuelling alcohol misuse. 

Insp Vince Firth, who co-ordinated 
the raid, said: “When we contacted 
the children’s parents they were 
really quite shocked that they had 

been in these premises. Most 
were thankful to the police. 

“We decided to close the club 
on the spot.” 

It was the third time under- 
age drinkers have been found 
at the Tramshed. 

In December 2003 nearly half 
the 150 revellers were under 18. 
One was 13 and a member of 
the bar staff was just 15. 

More underage drinkers were 
found in July 2004, but attempts 
to revoke the club’s licence 
under the old laws failed. 


Losing right 
to cry rape

young women the right to cry 
rape, it was revealed yesterday. 

A jury in the trial of a security 
guard accused of attacking a 
boozed-up student who had 
passed out was told: “Drunken 
consent is still consent.” 

Swansea Crown Court heard 
Irishman Ryairi Dougal, 20, had 
sex with a total stranger while she 
was lying unconscious outside her 

flat in an Aberystwyth 
hall of residence. 

The student, 21, said: “If 
I had wanted to sleep with 
him I would have taken the 
few steps to my bedroom.” 

But the case collapsed 
because the girl had 
passed out and couldn’t 
remember what had hap- 
pened. Dougal was cleared 
on the judge’s instruction.

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Louis rejects pleas to return after quitting reality show

STRESSED Louis Walsh 
refused to withdraw 
his “I quit" threat last 
night, despite spending 
hours in crisis talks 
with X Factor chiefs. 

Pals claim he doesn't want to 
continue being a judge any 
more — because appearing on 
the show was making him ill. 

One source said: "Louis is 
perfectly in his rights not to 
appear if he feels the show is 
injurious to his health. 

"He's been under intense pres- 
sure and stress over the past cou- 
ple of weeks and just doesn't feel 
up to going on right now." 

The 51-year-old Westlife man- 
ager was bombarded with calls 
from worried executives begging 
him to return. 

And they are believed to have 
warned him he might not be paid 
his full fee if he fails to appear on 
the show this weekend. 

But a pal insisted: “That’s a 
joke. Louis is not in breach of 
any contract if he's too ill to 
appear on camera." 

Presenter Kate Thornton, 32, 
was among those who phoned 
Louis begging him to have a 
change of heart. 

Fellow judge Simon Cowell — 
who sparked the bust-up - also

publicly apologised and Sharon 
Osbourne, 53, sent a message of 
support telling the Irish pop 
guru: “We want you back!” 

But, despite all the pressure, 
fed-up Louis was adamant that he 
has NO intention of returning to 
ITV1’s hit talent show, which reg- 
ularly attracts 10m viewers. 

Louis took a break from talks 
with show bosses to discuss 
telly’s biggest rift with pals in his 
local Dublin café last night. 


As the Daily Star exclusively 
revealed yesterday, Louis sensat- 
ionally stormed off X Factor on 
Monday night and jetted home 
after a furious bust up with show 
boss and fellow judge Cowell, 46. 

He spent yesterday talking to 
other top X Factor figures, 
including producer’ Richard 
Holloway, who desperately tried 
to soothe his ego and get him to 
kiss and make up with Cowell. 

Simon’s right-hand man in 
X Factor, Sonny Taghar, has also 
been acting as a go-between in a 
bid to diffuse the row before 
Saturday night’s show. 
Insiders say Walsh has 
still not relented. He says 
he has been “bullied” by 
Cowell and is suffering 
from stress as a result. 

But some pals believe 
Walsh may eventually 
reconsider his position — 
after first making Cowell 
sweat a little longer.

FORMER boxing champ Chris 
Eubank was KO’d by the VAT 
man yesterday as he was 
declared bankrupt with 
debts of £1.3 million. 

The ex-world middleweight title- 
holder lost his fight with the Inland 
Revenue after blowing more than 
£10m. 

He was hit with the huge demand when 
investigators found out he failed to pay 
tax on his last fights before retiring. 

But the big-spender wasn't at the High 
Court in London for the hearing. 

Instead he went shopping in London's 
upmarket Knightsbridge wearing his 
trademark jodhpurs. 

Eubank, famed for his extravagant 
lifestyle, even caught a taxi from Harvey 

Nichols to Harrods, instead of taking 

the two-minute walk. 

The eccentric star said yesterday: 
"Over the years, I wish I had taken 
better advice. 

“I appreciate this was my responsi- 

bility. 

“T’ve made some mistakes. 

“Now, I want to put this behind me 
and get on with my life." 

The 39-year-old says there is no 
chance of him making a boxing 
comeback to solve his problems. 

Dandy Eubank, who often sports a 
monocle, could command £1m a fight 

in the early 90s when his epic 

battles with arch-rival Nigel Benn, 41, 
gripped the nation. 


But he has previously admitted 
squandering up to £8m in bad business 
deals, confessing: “I’ve been ignorant of 
how business works.” 

Eubank has never held back when it 
comes to flashing his cash and once paid 
£45,000 for the title Lord of the Manor of 
Brighton. 

The flamboyant ex-fighter, whose 
family starred in their own reality telly 
show, also used to fly his personal barber 
from Manchester down to his £4m 
mansion in Hove, East Sussex. 

And he would only wear the best hand- 
stitched Savile Row suits costing a cool 
£2,600 each. 

Two years ago Eubank had to fend off 
another bankruptcy petition, and recent- 
ly he was forced to sell his family home. 

Eubank’s lawyer Mel Goldberg said 
yesterday: “Chris won’t be making a 
boxing comeback like some other 
fighters who have had money problems. 

“He has done his time in the ring. The 
debt came from tax coming in after he 
had finished fighting, which is very 
common among boxers.” 

Being declared bankrupt is the latest in 
a series of recent blows for Eubank. 

Earlier this year Karron, 41, his wife of 
15 years and mother of his four children, 
filed for divorce. 

And in September a court ordered him 
to pay £450 for driving off in a beer lorry 
which was blocking his way in Brighton.
